U.N. protection. 


Because the Soviet resolution 


•id not repeat previous demands 
for Secretary-General Dag Ham-

Congo, it was seen as a victory 
for the embattled secretary-gen- 
eral. 


The Soviets softened their tone 


last week 
after

made a standing offer to resign 
if the assembly wanted him to.

A rival resolution sponsored by 


i Asian and African nations asks 


that the Congo Parliament be 
called to form a national govern- 
ment and decide the future con- 
sliluUon. 


The third resolulion, put in by 


18 Asian and African nations plus 
Yugoslavia, seeks withdrawal of 
Belgian military men and polit- 
ical advisers from the Congo with- 
in 21 days. It calls for "neces- 


action" if that does not 


come off. 


The assembly Thursday asked 


all nations to consider separate 
or collective action 
to compel 


South Africa to abandon its white

policies, but it re- 


jected an African demand for a 
worldwide economic

government.

Greeks wrote the first imaginary 
account of interplanetary travel 
by man. 


Lucicn, a Greek satirist and wit, 


wrote the first accounts of voy- 
ages though space in the second 
century after Christ, thus estab- 
lishing a literary convention now 
classified as science fiction.- 


Lucian describes a ship that is 


swept up into a whirlwind and 
carried for seven days and nights 
to "a great country in the air, 
like a shining island." 


During the 19th and 20th Cen- 


turies, accounts of space travel 
culminated in the works of Jules 
Verne and H. G. Wells and be- 
came more like the ones familiar 
to today's science fiction fad.

ill bade cheering Americans good- 
by today— perhaps for the last 
time. 


A crowd of about 300. persons at

British prime minister boarded a 
plane for home. 


With friends assisting at each 


arm, and using his familiar cane, 
Sir Winston proceeded slowly on 
a 200-foot walk from a terminal 
building to a jet airliner.
